Our Captain's Deſign was to have put 
ito Some part of the iſland for ſhelter, and 
more particalarly,on the North part thereof;

within little more than Fourteen hours, 
we faw our (:lves within two Leagues, or 
thereabouts, 'of the ſame Iſland, from 
whence we had put forth; and now there 
was no remedy for hindring our being dri- 
ven upon it, amongſt very high% Rocks, 
which 
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which preſented themſelves to our view, 
threatning us with inevitable Death. 

We ſaw on the one fide of us, that other 
lley wherein was Graciana, and all their 
Tatks, and Captive-Rowers labouring hard 
with their Oars, to kcep themſelves off as 
 wellas they could from running upon the 
fame dangers. We uſed the ſame means in 
ours, but with better ſucceſs z for they 
being tyred out with their Voyage, and

benefit to us. 

Ledalboſecing this, would not ſtrupyle 
againlt Foriune, who before had fo vio- 
leatly perfecuted him 3; and therefore com- 
manding his Men to fit the Galley, to bear 
little Sal, and to turn the Prow to the Sea- 
wardz while he himſelf took Charge of 
the Rudder, he ſuffer'd the Veſſel to run 
through the wide-Sea; being well aflur'd 
that no impediment would croſs its Courſe; 
which made its way with that Swifeneſs, 
thatin'three Days and three Nights, paſting 
In ſight of Trepana, of Melazo and Paler- 
we, wearrrv'd at Tripoli in Barbary, where

ble. of, and: defended her ſelf with that 
Courage, and: Reſolution, uſing her Feet, 
Hands, and Teeth 3 then with her Tongue 
broke out into theſe following Expreſli- 
ans.

' But in conclufion, Alweria uſed fo ſtrong 
an oppoſition, and made ſuch a manful re- 
ſiſtance, that the Strength, and Courage, 
and withit, the vigorous Deſires of OZavio, 
were weakened ; for the Infolence he had 
usd to Almeria, had no other rife, than 
from a violent Laſcivious Impetuouſneſs;
